corroborating the story of McManigal

mads him for dynamiting. The gov-
ernment cxpects to trace ihe suma
thus pald to the §1.000 per month,
which was set apart by the executive
board for “or tion,” and for
wlileh McNamara was not required to
make an sccounting

city, identified an application for a
money order filed by J J. MeNamara
son December 7, 1910, the order aAp-
plled for being in faver of O. E. Me-
Manigal In the sum of §70.

Beveral other applications wWere
fdentified, including one for 8§50 to tha
order of Frank Eckboffl, Cineinnat),
April 19, 1941, KEckheff, to whom the
money was pald by McNamara, is o
be a witness in the Federal court here.
